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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art, either alone or in combination suggests the instantly claimed invention. The 
newly cited reference to Rank et al. shows a splicing device with two reels, respective 
preparation heads above the reel carriers, and a movable splicing head between them 
but fails to show the preparation head to have a fixed roller fitted with a tilting structure 
comprising an end suction and a roller with an extended independently tilting section to 
grip the web against the fixed roller. 

Harris, Jr. shows a splicing apparatus wherein preparation heads above the two 
reel carriers are laterally movable and pivotable to move into position with a stationary 
splicing head. Harris, Jr. also does not show the instantly claimed features missing in 
Rank et al. as the entire preparation head is tiltable and there is no independently tilting 
section to grip the web against a fixed roller. 

Biagiotti, Sato et al., and the two references to Forbes each show splicing 
apparatuses with preparation heads above reel carriers but do not show any additional 
claimed limitations not in Rank et al. or Harris, Jr.
